In a lengthy discuassi:n of 
the case Atcorney Jack Spratling, cf 
counsel for the gas company, maia- 
tained that the commission cannot 
with propriety iute:fere in the cae? 
until the U: S. -upreme court as 
ren‘iered a ruling cv the appeal. 
_ Mr. Spratling contended the only 
issues in the previous gas litigation 
which the commission could possibly 
discuss anew were the valuations of 
the company’s property. Until . ie 
proper valuations are decided by the 
supreme court, he asserted, there can 
be no basis for a new gas rate. 

Both Attorney Spratling and At- 
torney Luther Z. Rosser, of counsel 
for the gas company, maintained 
that the case is now out of the hands 
of the United States district court 
and that Judge Sibley cannot change 
the status. Attorney Rosser admit- 
ted the company’s motion following 
the argument of Attorney Spratling. 
who said in part: 

“If I know anything at all about 
law you would now be in contempt 
of court if you attempted to alter 
the status of this case, which was 
expressly preserved by the super- 
cedeas of Judge Sibley. The su- 
preme court might well ask you why 
you requested them to speed the de- 
cision of the questions submitted to 
them if you did not need their help. 
They might well ask you why you 
joined us in a request for an early 
decision if you had. the power te 
reopen the whole subject of our gas 
rates and decide and pass another 
order while your last order was pend- 
ing hefore them. ‘They might well 
ask you why you requested them to 
set aside other cases of great moment 
in order to give you an early decision 
in this case. ; 

“Suppose the supreme court de 
cides in our favor on any one of our 
contentions? Such a_ decision will 
have : vital bearing upon our rate 
and will unsettle the whole gas rate 
questicu and make it necessary for 
you to prescribe rates in accordance 
with the decision 8f the court. 

“Your henorable body is a court 
itself. If you are not to preserve 
the status of a case while it is press 
ing before the supneme court of--the 
United States, then who is left to 
obey judicial mandates?’

Here, the party system tends to 
arm the president and his cabinet 
with real power over legislation 
inasmuch as the chief executive is 
regarded as the leader of the party 
to which he belongs, and which is 
theoretically supposed to dominate 
congress. ~ / 

However, the tendency in this 


country is more and more toward f 


partisan independence in the selec- 
tion of congressmen and senators, 
and upon several occasions during 
recent years congress has been ‘en- 
tirely out of political hafmony with 
the executive branch of the govern- 
ment. 

That, when it happens, is a con- 
dition that inevitably niust endure 
for at least two years before. the 
people can make a change in the 
political . complexion of either 
branch, during which time each is 
forced to labor under the handicap 
of being at political. loggerleads 
with ‘the other, and major :con- 
structive activities on the part of 
either are next to impossible.

The Georgia Training School for 
Girls graduated seven girls Tuesday 


afternoon with beautiful and impres- 
sive ceremonies. 

Eugene R. Black, president of the 
Trust Company of Georgia, deliver- 
ed the address to the class. Wilmer 
L. Moore, president of the board of 
directors of the school, presented the 
certificates and awarded the prizes. 

The orchestra of the Central Pres- 
byterian church assisted the pupils of 
the school in staging a pageant which 
represented the rise and fall of the 
seasons. Several students executed 
interpretive dances. 

Mrs. M. E. Sikés, superintendent of 


the school, in commenting on _ th 
work of the institution, lamented the 
fact that the legislature met her re 
quest for an increase in the school’s 
appropriation with a reduction of 10 
per cent, which allowed the school 
only $31,500 for the year’s expenses. 
This necessitated the closing. of one 
of the dormitories, reducing the ac- 
commodations for students from 125 
to 75 pupils. 
Mrs. Sikes said: “The only thing 
this school lacks is adequate facilities 
for caring for the girls. Every day I 
am forced to refuse girls entrance, 
and I know that if the people realiz- 
ed the great good we are doing there 
wowdn’t be the slightest hesitation 
on their part in granting us _ the 
money necessary to put the school on 
the basis it should on. We take 
girls the courts have found to be in- 
corrigible and fit them to be good 
wives and mothers. 
- “T feel that my statement will be 
‘inéomplete without a tribute to the 
Busine®s Men’s Billy Sunday club, 
which has been one of our most de- 
pendable, and faithful friends. Every 
Sunday these gentlemén conduct serv- 
ices for the girls, and have in many 
other ways shown their interest in 
our welfare.”

Unlike 
the secretary of agriculture, the social 
register shows that he is frequently 
a member of the Mayflower week-end 
jaunts down the Potomac, as well as 
in regular attenddnce during state af- 
fairs. The secretary of the interior 
was in the senate with President 
Harding, which fact is greatly attrib- 
uted to his elevation to a. cabinet 
head.

When The Constitutién’s official 
government expedition into the north- 
east Ceorgia mountains was halted 


recently on the road between Clay- 
ton, Ga,, and Highland, N. C., at 
Warwoman Creek and it became 
necessary to pull some of the cars out 
of the swollen stream, several mem- 
bers, during the hour’s delay, repaired 
to an old, weather-beaten farm house 
on the top of the hil] for water. There 
found “Uncle Charlie” Beck, 
g.ay-haired, grizzly veteran of the 
mountains, as hospitable.as these pure 
old Saxon types are wont to be, and 
vith a greeting that was as welcome 
as the fresh, sparkling water from the 
spring that nestled under the willows 
in the vear of his yard. 

In the conversation with ‘Uncle 
Charlie” he referred with a son’s in- 
herent devotion’ to his “mother,” and 
with the pride of one who had been 
blessed by a parental companionship 
for more than three score years and 
ten, Le introduced the party to “Aunt 
Patty” Beck, who sat in a comfort- 
able rocker in the shade of a vine- 
covered porch, as serene as the soft, 
land-scente -breezes that swépt from 
the surrounding mountain peaks. 

Centenarian Plus. 

“Aunt Patty” was said-by her son 
to be 103 years old, and the photog- 
raphers of the party got busy, not 
alone because of her great age, and 
kindly smile, but because she had 
been born and raised within a mile 
of that one home of eighty-odd years, 
and remembered with a clearness that 
was almost uncanny, the old Indian 
days when the hills of north Georgia 
were red with the blood of the warring 
Cherokee and Choctaw and Catawba 
tribes. 

She spoke of those trying days with 
a memory remarkable for its acute- 
ness, and entertained the party with 
stories of her own experiences, and 
with her fundness for fishing and of 
the trip she took when 90 years of 
age, unattended and alone, to Mon- 
tana to visit a great-grand daughter. 

And now—so soon—and yet as an 
inevitable exaction of Time, ‘Aunt 
Patty” has crossed over to rest under 
the eternal shades; and to joia in 
‘verlasting companionship the scores 
and scores of loved ones who have 
gone before. 

Every member of the party who en- 
joyed the half hour talk with this 
woman of the hills, whose descendants 
number into the hundreds, and who 
are among the most honored people ot 
Rabun county today, will draw a sigh 
of genuine grief when the news is 
flashed to them that “Aunt Patty” is 
ead. 

Few people in this age are permit- 
ted to enjoy a hundred years of life, 
even v hen the milestones are checked 
with “the contentment of simplicity 
that charecterizes these good old 
mountain folk. 

And “Aunt Patty” enjoyed a dis- 
tinctio . in the last ‘thirty days of her 
more than hundred years of undaunted 
and unmeasured but unheralded use- 
fulness, that more modern men and 
women bav: fought for, and sacrificed 
for, and died for— 

She became the heroine of a mov- 
ing picture film, and the green grass 
will hardly peep from the clods above 
her grave until millions of people 
will see her face in the silent drama. 

It is not all of life to live in the 
turmoil ana strife and glitter of the 
modern day—and night. Every sweet- 
scented path is not perfumed with the 
primrose.

Cost of Running 
City Exceeded 
Income in 1920 


Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hote. 

Washington, Juze 27.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Atlanta was 
one of 11 cities out of a group of 
16 whose per capita cost of govern- 
ment in 1920 exceeded the total per 
capita amount of revenue received, 
according to figures released today by 
the department of commerce, through 
the bureau of the census. 

The total cost of government in the 
city for the year ending December 31, 
1920, was $31.71 per capita, or that 
much for every man, woman, and 
child reported in the 1920 census; and 
the total per capita revenue collected 
was only $31.49. This was 22 cents 
per capita less than the cost of gov- 
ernment, 

The statement shows the per capita 
revenue and the per capita govern- 
mental-cost payments in cities a 
a popular of 150,000 to 300,000, 
gether with comparative rigures a 
the period from 1914. This includes 
maintenance and operation of general 
departments of the cities; mainten- 
ance and operation of public service 
enterprises, such as water works, elee- 
tric light works, or street r ways 
which may be owned and ope: .ie 1 by 
the city; interest on debts; « ! the 
total payments for outlays on new 
buildings and other permanent ir- 
provements. Revenue receipts anid 
governmental-costs payments; however, 
do not include indebtednesg incurred 
or paid during the year. 


Other Georgia Cities. 


Compared with two other Georgia 
cities, both of which. were in a dif- 
ferent classification as regards pop- 
ulation, the report showed that the 
per capita cost of government in At- 
lanta was slightly less than in Ma- 
con and Columbus, being $1.43 less 
than the latter and three cents per 
capita less than in Macon, 

Per capita revenues in the two oth- 
er Georgia cities were also consid- 
erably less than the per capita reve- 
nues for Atlanta. In Macon they 
were $29.21, with government cost 
$31.74 per capita, while in Colum- 
bus the per capita revenue was $28.46 
with total government  éxpenses 
amounting to $33.14 per capita. 

Expenses attached to general de- 
partments of the city of Atlanta for

FOR ALL PURPOSES 


Among the most interesting prob- 
lems suggested by the recent experi- 
ments of Marconi and Hammond in 
the directional control of radio waves 
is that of eventually employing these 
waves to perform mechanical services, 
such as supplying light current in 
inacessible places or at sea, moving 
ships, etc. 

Of course this sounds now like a 
figment of a fevered brain, but actu- 
ally it is merely a problem in the con- 
version of electromagnetic and electro- 
static waves into mechanical energy 
at a cost proportionate to the results 
obtained. At present the power re- 
ceived is so small as cOmpared with 
the power transmitted, te dissipation 
of the energy in space, that the idea 
sounds impracticable; Nicola Tesla 
who has done extensive research in 
this direction, has not yet announced 
his hoped-for success in putting the 
either to work. ; 

Nevertheless, it may be hoped that 
at some time radio waves will dart 
from a central station under perfect 
control of the operator and traveling 
at lightning speed with scarcely any 
loss of energy will do work adequate 
to the power at its origin, dispensing 
with the cost of wire lines and their 


up-keep.

Mexican petroleum opened with a 
5-point gain at 200, this soon be- 
ing followed by a 9-point reaction 
and # brisk rebound before midday. 
The weight of the later offerings 
drove the price down to 179, with a 
fiual price of 180, representing a 
net loss of 15 points. 

In more moderate degree Pan-Amer- 
ican shares followed the course set by 
“Mex Pete” the “A” issues makin 
a net decline of 67-8 and the “B” 
issue 53-4. Domestic oils were heavy 
showing extreme impairment of 1 to 
3 points. Recent movement of rails 
seemed more valuable to unfavorable 
industrial conditions. Losses of 1 
to almost 3 points were scattered 
throughout that group, with especial 
pressure against St. Paul preferred, 
Reading, New York.

Charleston, W. Va., June 27.— 
The former union coal fields in West 
Virginia continued to show large in- 
creases in loadings last week, and a 
new tonnage record of 1,775,100 tons 
was established, according to a state- 
ment issued by the West Virginia 
Coal association.
